DAVERN REMANDED UNTIL NEXT 
TUE8DAY. 


(lovernment Detective ftogers interviewed— 
King's whereabouts Established—Bums 
and Blair still too til to appear. 

To anyone who had followed oloedy the 
evidence adduced against Barney King, at 
the preliminary trial, it was a foregone 
conclusion that he would be aoquitted on 
Tuesday. The evidence submitted in tbie 
case was of a very indeflnate character and 
the greater part of it bad no bearing on the 
case whatever. No great importance oan 
be attached to the statement ot Mrs. Mc¬ 
Leod that she was under the impression 
that*King was the man when sne only 
arrived at this conclusion from the state of 
her feelings. Precedents are on record 
where impressions of this kind have been 
nursed and strengthened by the testamen¬ 
tary suspicion of others, till to the holder 
they beoome not a suspicion but a certainty. 
That she was not unprejudiced against 
King is shown by the faot that she warned 
her husband some months before the mur¬ 
der not to speak to auoh characters. That 
Mrs McLeod is perfectly honest in the 
matter and would not do an injury to an 1 
one is obvious to any one who is at a] 
acquainted with her that it is not neoetsary 
to mention it .here. The other evidence 
produced proves nothing, and even had the 
crown established that King was in Napa¬ 
nee on the night of the murder that would 
only establish that it was possible for him 
to have committed the deed. 

Of the wfbesses called on Tuesday, their 
evidence went to show that King might be 
a liar but he was certainly not a murderer. 
If he slept in Kingston on the night of the 
murder, as the evidence of these witnesses 
would go to show, and did not leave there 
until the afternoon of the following day he 
could not be the assassin of Angus McLeod. 

Detective Rogers, who was in court, has 
kindly consented to trace up King’s where¬ 
abouts and clear him from the suspicion 
that now envelopes him. 

The interest in the trial has somewhat 
abated as the crowd was not nearly so large 
as on the previous days of the trial. All 
the seats were taken up, however, and the 
sympathy of the crowd was all with the 
prisoner. 

In the matter of John Davern no evidence 
has been forthooming and none is expeoted 
that will in anyways inoriminate him 
The case was again enlarged for the same 
reason as last week, as Bl&ir and Burns 
were still too ill to appear. 

Mr. Deroche wished them to adjourn the 
court to the residence of the witnesses 
Mr. Davern was anxious to have the wit¬ 
nesses sworn and all the evidence produced 
against him. Ho had no fear of the result 
and wished to leave this court so that it 
could be said that iuconuection with this 
matter there was not a stain on his char¬ 
acter. Mr. Deroche would also liko to have 
Chief Storms sworn, as it was him that 
laid the information. He would also like 
to have Detective Vankoughnet sworn. 

Mr. Morden said the witnesses were not 
in a fit state to be sworn. Mr. Burns was 
very ill and ho doubted if, in his present 
state, he would be able to speak collectedly 
on the matter. As for the other witness, 
Mr. Blair, he was in suoh a state of terror 
from threats that had come to his ears that 
he declined to torture him further. If Mr. 
Deroche wished to have Chief Storms 
called he could do so on his own responsi 
bility. 

To Mr. Deroche—Mr. Jeremiah Storms 
sworn.- -Am constable of the town and laid 
the information, but it was not from any 
personal knowledge of my own, but was 
imparted to me by others. 

Mr. Deroche—What iuformation was 
disclosed to you. 

Mr. Morden advised the witness not to 
answer that question. 

P. M. Daly thought it would not be wise 
or prudent to take the evidence of the wit¬ 
nesses in their present state I simply en¬ 
larged the case in justice to Mr. Davern 
I and I am quite willing to again enlarge the

To Mr. Herrington—I wae not at the 
Toronto exhibition, neither wae my employ* 
er. remember the date of seeing King only 
by refering to my referenoe hook. He bad 
not the book with him bat oould produoe it 
at any time. 

Mr. Herrington objeotod to this witneee’e 
evidenoe ae he knew nothing about the 
matter further than what wae contained in 
a hook that wae not produced. 

Mr. Morden said tbie wae the oaee for 
the crown, he would i*ot aek for an enlarge¬ 
ment of the oaee. King’s whereabouts bad 
been the hardest to ascertain of any mao 
he bad heretofore attempted to trail. 

Mr. Herrington said that King had oar- 
taialy been a very mooh abased man, and 
in justice to him the orown should endeavor 
to give him inch a discharge as would not 
leave a stain on his character. King wae a 
poor man and his inosrnation in gaol on a 
charge of murder would seriously inflict 
with his success through life. In Napanee. 
where the case is known, it was all right, 
but in Prescott, Kingston, Trenton ana all 
the .owns along the line that have rung 
with the name of Barney King for the past 
three weeks it was an altogether different 
matter. The first question he woi'd be 
saluted with on applying for a job in any of 
these places would be M are you the Barney 
King that was arrested for the murder of 
Angus McLeod ? ” and his solicitations for 
work would be rejected in almost every 
case. His poor father and mother, and his 
sister, to whom a little money meanB a 
great deal, had subscribed out of their 
slender inoome towards their son's defence 
would bear with joy of their son’s aoqu’ttal. 

Not a tittle of evidenoe had bee i produced 
that woald in any way connect Barney 
King with the murder of Angus McLeod. 

I say that the case has been managed with 
blundering stupidity by those in authority. 

Mr. Morden says King's whereabouts have 
been difficult to trace ; I eav they have 
been easy to trace. The defence offered 
the crown the addresses of people who would 
testify that King was in Pontiac at the 
time of the murder. We told them that he 
telephoned the Big Store in Deseronto on 
the 7th of Sept. Howland Bros., of Kings¬ 
ton, can show by their hooks that King was 
there on the Oth inst. Unless this man re¬ 
ceives an honorable acquittal he is ruined 
for life. If his worship does not see his 
way clear to do that now on the evidence 
submitted we would ask him to enlarge the 
case Detective Rogers, of Toronto, has 
kindly consented to trace up King's where¬ 
abouts. He will verify tho defence’s,con¬ 
tentions that King was in Pontiac on the 
dates mentioned. I only wish that Mr. ' 
Rogers had been given the <.\se sooner, in¬ 
stead of having it in the hands of local 
detectives. It would not now be in the 
shape it is, when innocent men are arrested 
on a charge of murder without a tittle of 
evidence against them. This state of affairs 
was duo to the blundering stupidity of re¬ 
tired farmers trying to act as detectives. 

Mr. Herrington was greeted with loud 
cheers on resuming his seat. 

Mr. Morden said Mr. Herrington has 
got an audience and of course he was im* 
proving the opportunity. 1 do not wish to 
take up the time with foolish arguments. 

If there had not been a tittle of evidence 
produced against King why does Mr. Hrr- 
rington desire us to eulargo tho case and 
trace up King's hereabouts. He would 
advise King’s acquittal, and if there was 
not a tittle of evidence against him there 
could certainly not be any stain attached 
to his character. 

P. M. Daly said then; were two classeslof 
people who would always be suspected|of 
deeds of this kind. These were the men 
who walked the streets well dressed wheu 
the wonder was how they lived.

King’s appearance in court created 
fresh Interest in the proceedings, lie 
appeared the mobt unconcerned man in the 
court room but followed the evidence 
closely, The first witness called was J. M. 

Ballantyne who swore as follows . Live in 
Napanee and know Mr. King, am a cutter 
by trade, King is a coat maker, have known 
him since the early part of June, met him 
in Napanee then under painful circum¬ 
stances, never , worked in the same shop 
with him, met him again in ‘McAlister's 
► tore sometime in August, just saw him 
the once, the next time I seen him, to the 
best of my knowledge and belief, was three 
da>n previous to the murder of Angus Mc¬ 
Leod, that would be the 11th of September. 

I saw him between Hogan’s and the late 
Mr. McLeod's place of business sitting ou a 
ie post. 

To Mr. Herrington—Do not know that 
was the time he was looking for work, it 
might be possible that I am mistaken and 
lie wasn’t here sinco the week beforo the 
murder. 

When asked by Mr. Morden if it was 
possible he could be mistaken in the date 
by a week he answered no. 

To Mr. Herrington—I think it was the 
11th of September but it might be possible 
that 1 am mistaken in the date. 

Amos 8mith sworn—Live in Napanee, 
have liven here for about 21 years, know 
Mr. King slightly since he was married, got 
into Napanee the night of the murder 
between 11 and 12 o’clock at night, was 
accompanied by my brother in-law, Mr. 

Roe, of Yarker, was coming home from tbe 
county show in Picton, did not see Mr. 

King that night, did not tell any person 
that lie had a drink with him the night he 
came from Picton. it was tbe Saturday or 
the Monday before the murder that I think 
1 saw him and had a drink with him. 

Was not sure whether it was the Monday 
or Saturday before the murder, or it might 
have been the time be buried his wife, 
when he had crape on his arm, that would 
be about two months before the murder 

Mr. Herrington claimed thst Mr. Mor¬ 
den was persisting in making the witness 
bay that King was in Napanee the week of 
the murder The‘witness did not know 
that it was not two months beforo tho 
murder that he had seen him. The witness 
had said that he had a drink with King in 
a hotel after bis (King’s) wife’s death. 

King had crape on his arm. 

Tho magistrate objected to Mr. Herring¬ 
ton breaking in on Mr. Morden as if he 
wished to tell the witness what to say. 

Mr. Herrington.said he was defending a 
man, a Frenchman and a stranger, on tho 
chat go of murder. All he wanted was 
British fair play and that he would have. 

If King had been a resident of Napanee and 
had friends the crown would not have dared 
to pursue such a course as bad been fol¬ 
lowed in this case, As long as Mr. Morden 
drifted away from the rules governing the 
taking of evidence he would oertainly join 
issue. 

To Mr. Morden : He couldn’t say when 
it was that he saw King, it might-have the 
time he buried his wife or it might have 
been the night he oame from Picton that 
he had the drink with him, he didn’t pre 
tend to fix the date. 

J. J. G. Pellitiersworn— Live in Kingston, 
am a cutter by occupation, know Barnfey 
King, just saw him one day, in Kingston, 
in Beptembttfteither on the Gth or the 13tb, 
know it wsiod a Wednesday, was sure it 
was one of those Wednesday's, King spent 
the night at oar bouse, understood he had 
canqe from Prescott, didn’t know where 
he was going, he bad a saok coat on and a 
little round tweed cap, he told me be bad 
lost bis hat either getting on or off tbe 
train. King tried to get work in Kingston, 

I met a friend of mine, Mr. Ried .and asked 
him if he could give King a job He would 
swear that it wss either the Gth or 13th 
that he saw King, had looked up the dates 
and tried to verify them but couldn't 
There was nothing peculiar about the hat 
King wore, it was a stripped tweed hat aud 
fitted him, did not know how King come to 
mention that he had lost his bat, do not 
know what train he oaine in on, he was 
positive it was on a Wednesday, but oould 
not say whether it was on the Gth or 13th. 

Do fot know how long after the MoLeod 
murder that 1 saw King. 

Tu Mr. Herrington—He stopped with me 
over night and left my place after dinner 
either on the 7th or 14th.

of this kind and I hope it will be a lesson 
to those young men in the future.

Asked by Mr. Herrington if he discharg¬ 
ed Mr. King without a stain on his char 
adter. He refused to say anything further 
on tho matter. 

DETECTIVE BOOEBH INTKHVIKWED. 

In an interview with Detective Rogers 
he began utterances to the same views as 
were expressed by us last week, viz : that 
tbe McLeod murder was the work of a 
professional and an outsider. Mr. Rogers 
believed that the first shot was the one 
that killed McLeod. He believed that 
when McLeod went from the hall into the 
bedroom the burglar was under the impres¬ 
sion that he went to arm himself and when 
McLeod made his appearance h**hot him 
for fear of being killed himself. The other 
shots were simply fired to cover up his re¬ 
treat. Had it been tho work of an amateur 
he would have tumbled out as toon as he 
found out he was discovered. Even had ho 
fired once, no amateur would have been 
c< ol enough to calculate the chances of 
pursuit, aud take the precautions that 
were taken to cover up his retreat. He 
did not think there was any evidence to 
connect King with the matter whatever. 
He thought that the way the case had 
been handled by tbe authorities was the 
worst bungle he ever knew to be made of a 
case. “Our method of proceedure said 
the detective, is first to gather our evidence 
and when the chain is complete to arrest 
our man. Here the rale was reversed. 
They first arrested the suspected 
men, snd then sit out to look for evidence 
against them. I would n^t think of arrest¬ 
ing a nun on the strength of such evidence 
as is in the possession of the crown. Even 
if they had proven that King was in Napa¬ 
nee on the night of the murder that would 
bo nothing to make out a case against him. 
He smiling referred to Detective Vankough- 
nett as a nice sort of a fellow, but had no 
experience as a detective. He was of tbe 
opinion that the real murderer would never 
lie apprehended. 

KINO’S WliEUKABOUTB ESTABLISHED, 
Barney King is in possession of letters from 
friends and former employers folly corro- 
bating his statements as to his whereabout! 
on, and previous to, the night of the 
murder. A persual of those letters *ill 
prove to the satisfaction of the most skepti 
cal that Barney King was not in Napanee 
from tho 7th of Hepteinber till the night be 
was arrested. Messrs. Herrington A 
Warner aro in receipt of a letter from Mr 
Thornton, Norval, stating that King was in 
Norval between the tfth and the 11th of 
Hcptember. He was accompanied by a 
youug man who was travelling with him, 
(Mr. Adams, a cutter in Mr. Thornton’s 
employ, corrobated this statement. 

By the letters in Mr. King’s possession 
1is able to show where ho was by the 
stfttenienU x>f his former employers, on 
nearly every day in the month of Septexn- 
her,-tut as no reasonable doubt can exist in 
the public mind a« to his innocence we re* 
train from pnbiishing them.

NAPANEE. 
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The Provincial government will 
meet for the tramactlon of business on 
Feb. 14th. The Federal government 
will meet when the United States has 
settled their little difficulty about the 
Wilson Bill. 


Now that the Provinces of Manitoba, 
Prince Edward and Ontario have de¬ 
clared for prohibition, of what further 
use is the federal government’s Royal 
prohibition committee as far as these 
provinces are concerned. 


Mr. Sam Hughes, M. P., editor of 
the Lindsay Warden has established 
his claim to be the great fighting edi¬ 
tor of Ontario. He succeeded in knock¬ 
ing out Reeve Kylie, of Lindsay, in 
one round with a big overcoat on and 
his mitts in one hand. Mr. Hughes 
may not be overburdened with brains 
but he is the possessor of lots of brawn. 


The members of the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment are getting hack at the Maui- 
tobans for the defeat of their candi¬ 
date in Winnipeg. Mr. Daly, Minister 
of the Interior, has referred to them as 
“a lot of flees.” Mr. Bowell has de¬ 
clared that they are “u little off” and 
the Empire with its usual bluntness 
reminds them that compared with the 
rest of the Dominion Manitoba is only 
a speck upon the map. 


Another of the “poor struggling in¬ 
fants,” so numerous among the manu¬ 
facturers of Canada, has reached the 
philanthropic state. Mr. A. F. Gault, 
the head of the Montreal cotton com¬ 
bine, has given 1100,000 to the Mont¬ 
real Theological College, to be devoted 
to the training of clergymen. And 
still the federal government, instead of 
interfering, uphold the cotton duties 
which have enabled Monopolist Gault 
to exact so much tribute from the 
Canadian people that he can afford to 
endow theological seminaries. 


Ontario’s legislature is to meet for 
the despatch of business on the four¬ 
teenth of February. Oliver Mowat is 
not “looking to Washington” for a 
policy ; has no party dissensions to 
adjust and is not afarid to meet oppo¬ 
nents or supporters in parliament. 
Hence the session of 1894 is to begin 
nearly two months earlier than that 
of 1893, There is no mystery about 
Sir Oliver or his programme. The 
session will open on the 14th of Feb., 
it will close on the 12th of April and 
the general election will take place 
about the first week in June.

Touching my use of the word u de¬ 
nomination” when speaking of the 
English church, I beg to offer the fol¬ 
lowing, as at once, explanation and 
justification : 

It is well known that when English 
church clergymen have occasion to refer 
to any of the non-Episcopal churches 
of the land, they almost uniformly call 
them “ denomination*,” or “ religious 
bodies,” as in the Deanery letter, or in 
some moment of exuberant politeness*, 
“the church not mentioned in the 
Bible,” as does Rev. Mr. Jarvis in his 
letter of last week. 

Now, Mr. Editor, is it not rather to 
my credit than otherwise, if I have 
taken it for granted that in all their, 
so doing they were surely acting upon 
the “golden rule” and “doing upto 
others as they would that others 
should do to them." And when others 
“do even so to them,” they have really 
received a compliment to their Christ¬ 
ian, charity you see which I hope they 
duly appreciate whether they deserve 
it or apt. 

Now, Mr. Editor, in conclusion, the 
position of this discussion is simply 
this : In my letter of the 4th inst., I 
quoted the following from the Deanery 
letter : “Thus it Is that in voting foa 
prohibition we would be joining with 
the enemies of Christianity.” I rfhid :

In reply Rev. Mr..Tighe has Witten

V^e appears to take a little unction to 
his soul as a sort of conscience remedy, 
and help him in the estimation of the 
best thinking portion of his ows flock, 
by saying “the present Venerable 
Archbishop of Ontario is in good com¬ 
pany in receiving an attack for not see¬ 
ing eye-to-eye with these seif consti¬ 
tuted reformers.”

Even so 1 doubt 
not that in spite 6f a prohibitory law 
there will be mqph insobriety, but 1 
maintain that it would be reduced to a 
minimum. I argue that a law that 
should not be enacted unless it be uni 
vexsally obeyed, is absurd.

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some policy, and decide whether they 
will unitedly “ ro-affirm ” or deny. As 
it is now, being among the joint authors 
of tno utterance I challenged, their 
directly contradictory statements con¬ 
cerning it must be very embarrassing 
to them. 

Concerning the very dignified (?) 
letter of Rev. Mr. Tighe, I am bound to 
say it is not altogether without value. 
There t inay be many readers of the 
Expiiess who, like myself, have not 
the honor of a personal acquaintance 
with this gentlemen, but when they 
would read his characteristic letter 
with its allusion to “ wrestling with 
chimney sweeps,” and believing that 
this is clearly a case in which “ the 
style is the man,” their desire for any 
closer acquaintance with its author 
would, to say the least of it, no longer 
be consuming. Let me say to Mr. 
Tighe, it was not necessary to become 
abusive at all. 

No one woald, for a moment, have 
thought him any the less a “ priest ” 
if he had been a good deal more a gen¬ 
tleman. 

Concerning ^yhe letter of Rev. Mr. 
Jarvis in the Beaver, it contains so 
many misstatements,and shows such a 
reckless disregard for facts, that one 
is obliged to believe it must have been 
written in circumstances of very un¬ 
usual excitement, or is the confused 
utterance of a mind bewildered by some 
desperate strait. 

He says, first—“ If Rev. Mr. Shorey 
had written his reply in the same 
journal in which the Deanery letter 
appeared there would have been no 
necessity for noticing his cominunica 
tion.” Mr. Jarvis ought to know:, cer¬ 
tainly might have known, than 1 « id 
write my reply in “the same jo itnii 
in which the Deanery letter appeared.” 

Next he says—“ The Rev, gentlemen 
stopped short in the middle of a sen¬ 
tence where there was not even a 
c omma to justify him.” Wrong again ! 
1 quoted a complete sentence, and there 
was a “.comma” at tho end of the 
sentence I quoted, the chief value oi 
which, however, in this case, is to 
prove thaV Mr. Jarvis did not know 
what I 10 was writing about. 

Besides, sentences arc not made or 
unmade by the accidents of punctua¬ 
tion, but by the words used in their 
construction. 

Touching the charge of making a 
“garbled quotation,” I join issue with 
Mr. Jarvis squarely. The paragraph 
in the “ Deanery letter,” from which I 
made my quotation, contains two in¬ 
dependent co-ordinate sentences joined 
by tho conjunction “and”—two dis¬ 
tinct and separate statements literatim 
and the sentence I quoted contains its 
meaning within itself, and is not at all 
dependent for its sense or its interpre¬ 
tation upon the sentence that follows. 
1 quoted that sentence verbatim et 
literatim, and without word or com¬ 
ment. 

1 said, “ 1 challenge that statement,” 
yet Mr. Jarvis says I challenged a 
“statement we did not not make.” 
Nevertheless there tfto statement is in 
“ black and white,” as any one can see 
who has sufficient patience to read the 
“Deanery letter,” and over his own 
signature, and those of his brother 
clergymen of the Deanery. 

One hajjdly knows which to pity 
more; the man who uublushingly, nay 
almost savagely,re-affirms substantial¬ 
ly the slanderous statement, as does 
Mr. Tighe ; or the man who recklessly, 
and in the face of the plainest evi¬ 
dence, say8, as does Mr. Jarvis, the 

statement we did not make.” That 
such statement was made is now be¬ 
yond dispute, and if said statement is 
not a slander upon prohibitionists, it 
would bo quite relevant, and surely 
quite easy for Mr. Jarvis to show whar, 
in the name of the English language, it 
does mean. 

Jut when instead, he has contented 
hi/nself with denial, and seeks to divert 
wife\attentioni)v “mediaeval” and 


1 stated in my pulpit utterances, as 
soon as public teachers place their in¬ 
structions in the press and assail all 
who differ from them* as they positive¬ 
ly did all prohibitionists, then they are 
open to public criticism. I see Mr. 
Jarvis denies the statement appearing 
over his signature, and calls it “gar¬ 
bled,” as also Mr. Atkinson in his long 
effort to answer what took me just 
three minutes to say—denies the same 
thing. These gentlemen might do well 
to read the story of Geo. Washington 
and his hatchet. Mr. Tighe differs 
from both these men. He says, “ I re¬ 
affirm that in voting for prohibition 1 
would be playing the part of an enemy 
to Christianity. I am unflinchingly 
opposed to prohibition as unchristian, 
unwise and impracticable.” Aro all 
who differ from these clergymen to 
hold their peace, when they tells us by 
implication, that all distillers, whiskey 
sellers, topers, church members and 
ministers who vote against prohibi¬ 
tion are the friends of christianjfy and 
those of opposite views its enemies? 
“ We didn’t say so.” Well to set your 
readers’ minds at rest I will give them 
verbatim, not stopping in the middle 
of a sentence, butYrom period to period 
what they did say and leave your 
readers to judge whether prohibitionists 
were slandered or not, “ Thus it is that 
in voting for prohibition we would be 
joining with the enemies of Christian¬ 
ity,” and admitting what they say is 
true, viz: That our religion is a fail¬ 
ure, that the safeguards which God 
has given us therein are insufficient, 
and that we are forced to fly to the 
secular arm of the law to bring about 
that which tho finger of God apparent¬ 
ly could not accomplish. “The quo¬ 
tations of tho entire sentence, as Mr. 
Jarvis desires, but aggravates the case 
and is a libel upon all Christian prohi¬ 
bitionists. Who of them ever said, 
“ our religion is a failure.” 

Acting then on my conviction of 
duty though not “equal or like Paul,” 
I “ unloaded my cranium ” in defence 
of the attack made by these gentlemen, 
instead of, as Mr. Atkinson assorts, 
“ attacking them.” He seems wonder¬ 
fully affected that I should express 
“ pity for theso teachers ” before such 
a crowd in ray church, but he forgets 
that their attitude in the press was far 
wider still in its circulation. 1 hear 
that he laid considerable stress, us did 
some of your correspondents, upon the 
reference to the “under shepherds.” 
and also labored hard to show the 
correctness of their statement, that 
“ Christ made wine and partook of it 
insomuch that he exposed himself to 
the lying calumny ‘Behold a glutton¬ 
ous man and a wine bibber.” What 
wonder then that these men, as his 
representatives, having their “ creden¬ 
tials” from him, who did not come 
from the “plow tails,” but “spent 
their all in preparing for this priest- 
hood,” should be chagrined to have 
their ipse dixie called in question. 
What wonder that they should use the 
wine statement when it is so,generally 
understood that not a few of their class 
lay themselves liable in the same man¬ 
ner as they say Christ did. I have 
nowhere asserted ‘ * they charged the 
Saviour with drunkenees,” other than 
by inference, else what force in the 
statement as prpof that the wine he 
made was fermented. Ail controversy 
on this question must now end, as 
“the deliberate and ’ nimous voice of 
the whole Episcoj. hroughout the 
world has settled it.’ am astonished 
that no better argum n be adduced 
for the perpetuity of ti*~ terrible curse 
than to say it’s right because Christ 
made it^and drank it.” The logical 
conclusion is, therefore, his representa¬ 
tives have the right. To remove this 
by law would be “to condemn Christ 
as a criminal, and to put away temp¬ 
tation that God permits to exist, as a 
test of our faith.” 
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me ArcnmsBop 
says, “If a prohibition law be. passed 
it will in nowiso be a restriction of 
political freedom, but a *plendid*illus 
tration of it. It will be 110 invasion of 
the liberty of the subject, but a wise 
exercise of it. Individual liberty goes 
to trio wall nowadays whenever the 
social wellbeing makes the demand. 
* * * We may; depend upon it, that 

if a prohibitory ia\^ be not passed the 
magnitude of the evils springing from 
intemperance will lead to an interfer- 
ance with personal freedom quite as 
galling as any restating from a pro¬ 
hibitory law.” He closes an able ad¬ 
dress in these words : “If we fail we 
shall have the consolation that we 
have tried to do our duty.” As to the 
remarks of Mr. Tighe, they are charac¬ 
teristic of the man. If'he be the noted 
Tighe from Trinity College, Dublin, 
that once figured in Prince Edward, 
and his habits have not changed, lie 
might have saved himself tho trouble/ 
of such strong denunciation against 
prohibition, as it would have boen ac¬ 
cepted without the telling. This veri¬ 
table gentleman once boasted in Selby 
of his marvellous ability to win mem¬ 
bers from other churches, saying “if lie 
were here he could/briug out of 10 
into his ohurch.” His infiunencemust 
have increased of late, even in his 
skill of proselytising. It will be well 
while he is searching the scriptural 
proof in favor of his anti-prohibition 
sentiments to see what theMaster says 
re the man who proselytes. I am sure 
Mr. Shorey will be grateful to him for 
sanctioning his position as against his 
“brother priests.” Had I been identi¬ 
fied with cant and hypocrisy for as 
many years as Mr. T. professes to have 
been, I might be open to the charge 
laid against me 'of “professing love 
for the church, and doing all I can to 
hurt it,” but my advent from the “plow 
into the ministry” after “reading the 
bible through once,”' and .not even 
studying church authority or orders, 
must be my apology for my ignorance 

in certain lines. 1 defy-alias 

“church member,” alias “a member of 
St. John's congregation at Selby,” who 
will write on the same strain, (funny 
joke, eh ?) to point out one act of my 
life where 1 havp tried tolurrtiJreAXng- 
lish church. I re-affinn whut I stated 
in my pulpit that Sabbath that “I 
have great respect for that church,” 
as well as all sister churches, and this 
feeble effort to turn the church against 
me by misrepresentation in liopo to 5 
save these clergy from censure, won’t 
work with intelligent churchmen. 
Since I am likened unto a “chimney 
sweep,” it will never answer to forget 
my important duty, viz : to expose 
dust and sweep out filth wherever 
found, even if among clergymen, and 
that too without injury to the church, 
as many of its members will not follow 
their teachers cm this line. 

The subjects of 4 ‘ orders ” and “ Holy 
Catholic apostolic church” is simply 
the stock in hand with such men when 
cornered. 1 never raised the question as 
one asserts, and I fail to* See what 
relation they sustain to the subject in 
hand, unless it be to get an opportunity 
to rehearse the old poetic fad about

stunner, “where are your credentials” 
Well, I did not obtain mine frome the 
church of Rome direct, or I might be 
following her practices to-day as 
closely as some high church ecclesixs 
tics whom I have met.

W ah 111 NtiTON, Jan. 17. — Cofisid* ruble 
headway appears to have been ma n at ths 
afternoon meeting of llie .Senate Finance 
Committee which was largely attended 
and 1 an ted for more than an hour. Mr. 
Carlisle’s letter was again discussed, and 
while no conclusion was reuc-hed by direct 
vote it Appeared to be the sense of t he 
committee manifested by an absence of 
opposition that the best thing to be done 
for i he immediate roliefof the treasury was 
:o make the gold reserve intact, leaving 
the question of meeting the delicit iu re¬ 
venues open for further const luralien. 

After the meeting adjourned Senator 
Voorhees, chairman of the committee, gave 
to a reporter tho following statemen : 
The embarrassed condition of the Treasury 
and tho necessity for prompt action for its 
relief are fully realized. There is not tho 
slightest grouiid, however, for apprehension j 
that the public credit will suffer or be en¬ 
dangered, for the*reason that ample author- 1 
ity already exists by law for the Secretary j 
of the Treasury to strengthen hi* coin 
reserve to any extent required and to meet ! 
every demand that can l^e legitimately : 
made. Tho power of the secretary for the 
issue ot the bonds need soothing beyond 
what is given by tho act of January 14, 
Tb75. The only desirable object to bo 
attained by the new legislation lit this tune i 
on that subject is to make a shorter time 
bond with a lpwer rate of interest, and yet ( 
the secret ary feels assured that lie 
can negotiate bonds issued under 
the Act of 1875 running only 10 years on j 
practically a J per cent, basis. It seems, 
therefore, that it will be wiser, safer and I 
better for the financial and business inter- j 
eats of the country to rely upon an existing ! 
law with which to meet tile present emerg¬ 
ency rather than to encounter the delays 
and uncertainties always incident to pro- j 
tracted discussion in tho two Houses of 
Congress. 

This view ot tho subject is rendered-more 1 
imperative by the faci that the condition of i 
the treasury admits of but little it my de¬ 
lay, und no uncertainty at all in the dual 
action to be taken. 

It would->1)0 trifling with a voiy grave 
affair to pretend that new legislation con- j 
corning the issue of lionds can bo ac- I 
complished at this lime and in the 
midst of present elements and par- I 
ties in public lifo without elaborate, i 
extensive and practically indefinite do* 1 
bale. It is also obvious to everyone # 
tbut the consideration and discussion ot tho 
tariff now going on in Congress will render i 
uny financial legislation at tins H im I ir 
more difficult ami complicated that it , 
might be uuder other and dillcreuv circum¬ 
stances.

A Lancashire Fnctory Operative After 
Keeping IIU Wlfn llrutally Kilts Her. 

Bi itsi.KV, Jan. 17.—Romo extruoidinary 
evid-nco wus givon at an inquest concern¬ 
ing tlio death of Ann Slat*r, agod 44, tor 
causing which her husband, Richard 
Sluter, factory operative, is now in cus¬ 
tody. Sevcial neighbors said that frequent 
quurreU bad occurred belwuon the parties, 
and that tlie woman had ofteu been left for 
(lays without food. 

The woman died last Thursday, her hus¬ 
band declaring that he found her dead in 
bed. 

The neighbors found her absolutely 
naked, and said that she was bleeding from 
the side of tho head. Contradictory testi¬ 
mony waa given as to the woman’s habits 
and health. 

Dr. Brown said he found cuts and bruises 
all over Iter body, and six ribs were broken. 
These injuries could not havo been caused 
by a fall, hut more likely w-ere e*U3ed by a 
heavy weight, such us u knee being pressed 
against the breast bone. The woman had 
also Hulb-red from bronchitis and pleurisy.

The police produced a fender found in the 
house with blood stains and human hair 
upon it. Aftor a protracted hearing the 
jury last night returned a verdict of wilful 
murder against Slater.

Buffalo, N.Y., Jan. 17.—John Stawart 
of Hamilton, Ont., shot himself in the left 
breast with a revolver in a bath room at 
the Broezel House about 8 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Re wart and his wife came to Buffalo 
about a week ago. Mr. Stewarfc had been 
in floor health for about a year and the 
omaplu left Hamilton intending to go to 
Dnnsviil • for treatment When they 
rouched Buffalo Mr. Siuwart decided not to 
go to Daiisville ifnd until to-day he refused 
lo e<tve Buffalo. 

At 3 o’clock ho entered tho office and 
paid, hi* bill telling tlio clerk that he and 
his wife would depart for Dullsville on a 
train leaving at 4 o’clock. He then 
ascended to his room on ihe fourth floor 
and going to the bathroom tired tho allot 
which will probably prove fatal. The 
bullet entered the left side about an inch 
below tho breast and passed through the 
body. When the clothing was removed it 
dropped from a fold of the vest. In its 
course it struok a rib, tho shoulder blade 
and passed through the left lung. 

At a late hour to-night Stewart was con¬ 
scious, and though comparatively free from 
pain he wss weak and likely to dio at any 
time.
